Hugonis is unlike any other Rose we know. We have 
watched it for years and have never yet known even a 
tip of a single branch to winterkill. The same excellent 
report comes from trials made in Massachusetts and 
Wisconsin. 

It bloomed here, this year, the first week in May, two 
weeks ahead of our otherwise earliest Roses. 

It is a spectacular show in itself. Every branch of 
the previous year's growth becomes lined on all sides, 
to the very tip, with closely set, wide-open, single 
flowers like dainty yellow hollyhocks, and the branches 
bend over with the weight of bloom. 

For bouquets and decorations, Hugonis is simply 
fascinating, the lovely arching sprays and delicat^^P 
foliage will make displays of distinction obtainable from 
no other early spring flower. Also, it is in full bloom 
when few other flowers are available. 

This unique species is fine for shrub planting and 
makes a symmetrical bush about 6 feet in height and 
the same in diameter when fully matured. Picture this 
exquisite bush on your lawn, or at the corners of your 
house, in early spring. Think of the pleasure of looking 
forward daily from about the last week in April, when 
the buds begin to form, till the plant is a mass of fairy¬ 
like fluffy bloom the first week in May. 

When through blooming you will still have a mosr 
beautiful bush, for the acacia-like foliage on arching 
branches makes a most decorative shrub which, as far

Do you know that in past years the Roses imported into this country amounted to a ■» 
very large proportion of all that were sold? By the National Plant Embargo, since June 3 
I, 1919, that supply has been cut off. Furthermore, Rose-production in this country is 1 
less than usual, due to various causes: In California, because of the rains; in the South 

because the high price of cotton has enabled 
cotton-growers to bid more for labor than Rose- 
growers could pay. The shortage for this fall 
and next spring, from many quarters, promises 
to be serious, but in spite of this, by reason of 
^ our long experience, our own growing, and by 
keeping in touch with growers in all parts of the 
country, we do not expect to disappoint anyone. 

The largest item in the cost of growing Roses is 
labor. The cost of labor and the cost of the necessities 
of life for the laboring man have all advanced from 
50 to 100 per cent. Coal, building and packing ma¬ 
terials have shared in the general rise, so that every 
one of us is facing the blunt, bald fact that the pur¬ 
chasing power of the dollar has shrunk. 

But when you come to buy flowers, there is a Rosy * 
side to the story. The big factor in success in Rose¬ 
growing is not the price you pay for the original stock 
—which is small compared with what you get, no 
matter how you look at it. The big factor is yourself 
and your own contribution of loving care and atten¬ 
tion. That is why it pays to get good stock, and it 
pays to pay enough to insure getting good stock, be¬ 
cause the difference saved by buying the poorest is in¬ 
significant compared with the disappointment realized 
after you have given your time and care to the growth 
of that poor stock. 

A fine Rose is worth many times its money-cost, for 
happily, each Rose plant should produce for you many 
Roses in a single season and should repeat the per¬ 
formance each season for many years. The first cost, 
if small, may be very expensive in the end; the first 
cost, if reasonable and sufficient, may prove a guarantee of the 
fruits of your worthy efforts.

WINTER PROTECTION FOR ROSES. Your plants need protection against thawing as much as freezing; 

-—--—-—-----_—.-.—- sudden thawing kills more plants than intense cold. Protect your 

plants so they will not thaw too suddenly and then uncover them gradually in the spring when danger from further heavy 
frost is past. The best protection known is to hill the earth around the stems to a depth of 6 or 8 inches and cover this with 
strawy manure or leaves. You canndt easily prevent freezing but you can prevent thawing until the proper season.

Peony Culture 


Peonies will grow anywhere—reasonably speak¬ 
ing. They thrive in partial shade, but best results 
are obtained when they are planted in deep, 
rich soil about 2 inches below the surface and 
have a sunny location. Plenty of water during 
the growing season is an added stimulus, and 
if liquid manure is applied at intervals of ten 
days, the grower will be amply repaid for his 
trouble in the increased size and coloring of the 
flowers. When placing manure around the plants, 
care should be taken not to put any on the stems, 
as this will sometimes cause the plants to cease 
blooming. September and October are the first 

choice of planting months.
